P\<LIAMENT has been busy this week with a lively discussion

ousness as well as to black pessimism. It appeals in different

unduly gloomy when he lamented that ‘‘all our yesterdays 
lighted fools the way to dusty death.”’ 7 
‘evertheless, when every allowance is made for the unexpected 
cu! every deduction on account of the mighty ‘‘if,’’ one fact 
remains, stark and inescapable. A social trend which afflicts

>cepticism is all very well, and panic is to be deprecated. But the 
: “ste Cases Of Greece and Rome, whose populations were reduced 
y the very same process as that which disturbs the modern world, 
“'e at least warnings that facile optimism may be carried too far. 
a. ne is, of course, a Jewish aspect to this matter. Jews could 
th pe to remain in isolation from the currents which are 
»“ceping the countries of their residence. Perhaps they would not 
Particularly care to do so, such is their congenital talent for 


imitating their neighbours! At all events, the figures given by 
‘*Watchman”’ in an article on the subject in these columns at the 
beginning of last month, pointed to a marked and progressive 
decline in the rate of increase of the Jewish world popula- 
tion. That manifestation may be partly accounted for by 
such factors as inter-marriage and apostasy. But it is 
difficult to believe that the birth-rate has not played its part, too, 
and that the command to *‘be fruitful and multiply’ has not, to 
some extent, followed many others into the Jewish limbo. If that be 
the case, however, then problems of great magnitude are being 
opened up. What will be the effects of a heavy reduction in 
our numbers on our relations with our non-Jewish fellows? If Jewry. 
like other communities, is in the future to be composed increasingly 
of older people incapable of self-support, shall we not be com- 
pelled to re-double our charitable efforts, and will the diminishing 
proportion of younger Jews shoulder the cost? Again taking this 
country alone, if we are destined to dwindle in numbers, then we 
are building Synagogues and classrooms which will be more and 
more superfluous. These are some of the consequences that must 
face the Jews of the next generation if we are afflicted with this 
far-reaching malady of the age. 

But there is another facet to the problem to which last Monday's 
debate in Parliament draws attention. It will be remembered that 
the Minister of Health, on that occasion, moved the second reading 
of the Population (Statistics) Bill. Its purpose, broadly speaking, 
is, by means of a questionnaire to parents, to elicit figures which 
would furnish essential information on the basis of which an 
inquiry into the real causes of the falling birth-rate could be carried 
out. Much more information was required, said the Minister. 
before policy could be considered. And although some of the 
questions to be put in this new seemed to invoive an 
invasion of the sanctity of private life, and although criticisms fell, 
thick and fast on the Bill, it is arguable that these were, in fact, 
Committee points capable of adjustment. Even Mr. A. P. 
HERBERT, for all his frank and humorous sallies and flights of 
poetic fancy, could only urge in the main that the Bil put the 
wrong questions to the wrong people. But he was not against 
proper information. | 

It 1s this aspect of the matter which challenges the conduct of 
our own community. Over and over again, it has been urged 
that it 1s impossible to tackle our domestic problems in the absence 
of adequate information scientifically obtained. Times out of 
number has the creation of a statistical bureau been advocated. 
But with deplorable lack of foresight, or perhaps out of an ancient 
distaste for statistics, we have ignored the plea. In November, 
1932, a Conference of Jewish institutions in all parts of the 
country met in London, under the Presidency of Sir PHttiep HARTOG, 
with the object of making a practical move in the matter. Nothing 
happened. An influentially signed appeal for funds. was sent out. 
The result was derisory. And the only statistical work carried’ 
on in the recent past has been that gallantly undertaken on a few 
occasions by the Jewish Health Organisation, which, however, ts 
simply without the wherewithal to continue. And so 
muddling on, destitute of vital knowledge. 

In Germany, where religion figures among the subjects asked 
about in the Census, the exact number of Jews was more or less 
definitely known and could not be exaggerated wholesale by Nazi 
Jew-baiters. Here, where a religious census is rightly resented, 
there is no statistical check on the fantastic estimates of the Jewish 
population, and we meet them, whether unavoidably or not, with 
our own estimates based on indirect calculations, which, however 
close to the facts, cannot carry the weight of direct statistics. We 
grow nervous about inter-marriage, but we have no reliable idea as to 
its extent. We have no accurate data concerning the increase or 
decrease of sections of the Community, or even as to geographical 
distribution. We have no figures as to the neglect of religious 
instruction among the young Jews of the country, and no estimates 
—at any rate, no published particulars—of the occupational distri- 
bution of the Community (a matter of perhaps increasing moment). 
In fact, in these and other matters we are more or less in the dark, 
and, in the absence of information, our remedies are in danger of 
becoming mere quackery. It is time, then, that we followed the 
example of the Government and that we realised that facts and 
figures are the eyes and ears of a community bent on dealing with 
the present and safeguarding the future. If we cannot have an 
Institute of Research, such as was suggested by ‘*Watchman’’ in 
the article already referred to, at least let us arm ourselves. with 
the truth as against both the enemy without and the enemy 
within. Otherwise we may one day find that too big a price—far 
too big—has been paid for the luxury of lethargy and stonewall 
indifference.

MR. SIDERBOTHAM ON PALESTINE 

A on the Partition question—“ Great Britain and Palestine has 
just been written by Mr. Herbert Sidebotham, and is reviewed at 
leneth in another part of this issue. The author ts, of course, widely 
known as a British journalist of great distinction, admired for his com- 
manding knowledge of affairs, lucid thinking. and independent judgment. 


He was also among.the first of his fellow-countrymen, in. our day, to 


sense the importance of Zionism, not merely as a sentimental act ot 


reparation to Jews for their generations of sufferings, but as a solid 
British Imperial interest. It is under the influence of this latter con- 
‘viction that his book has been written—‘‘not to state the Jewish case 
for Zionism, but the British case for 1t°’—and it loses nothing in value 
or importance on that account. The case tor Partition 1s put, as well 
as the unanswerable arguments against, and the writer rather takes 
the Ime of a judge summing up both sides and leaving the verdict to 
the jury. Fer our part, we are left in Inttie doubt as to where the weight 
of evidence lies and what the jury's Cecision would be. There we are 
content to leave the matter, but we would suggest that everybody who 
wishes to form a sound opinion on the Partition controversy owes it to 


himself rot only to read this book but to study it. 


AN ALTERNATIVE TO PARTITION 

We publish. a'so this week a letter on the same subj ct from Mr. 
Leonard Sein, who speaks with great knowledge and = an 
evident sense of respcnsibility. It outlines an alternatve scheme 
to Partition—one of several that have appeared if our columns. Its 
principal. recommendations from the Jewish point of view 
are, first, that instead of the immediate se:ting up of a Jewish State in 
the area assigned to Jewish ownership, there should be a progressive 
developme=t of self-government, with intent that, at the end of some 
stated period, the area shall emerge as a fully self-governing unit under 
a British administrator. Secondly, 
under direct British administration, but on the footing that responsible 
Jewish bod'es are to have facilities for exp'oring ard developing its 
resources with a view to such colonisation as may prove to be practicable. 
It is not difficult to find criticisms of these proposals, which, in effect, 
constitute a Partition plan on different lines from those of the Royal 
Commission. Indeed, Mr. Stein admits that the proposals which he 
tentatively submits are open to objections which he fully recognises. 
But, at least, they show that any Partition scheme, even under conditions 
presented as most favourable to the Jewish point of view, cannot escape 
the difficulties inherent in Partition per se. One thing, however, cannot 
be gainsaid. The various schemes put forward in our columns do dis- 
pose of the parrot cry that there is no alternative to the Royal 
Commission’s proposals for Partition. 


MANCHESTER JEWS LEAD 
Tue Jewish Community of Manchester, after long deliberation, have 
arrived at the conclusion that it is ‘‘both desirable and advisable’’ in 
the interests of the local community that a Rabbi be appointed as 
ecclesiastical chief. They are to be congratulated on a very wise and, 
we believe, salutary step, and all the more so because it was initiated 
with virtual unanimity. There is, of course, nothing schismatic in 
it. The Communal Rav, as the new dignitary is styled, will be 
under the jurisdiction of the Chief Rabbi, and his appointment will be 
subject to the latter’s approval. Nor, we imagine, will the fear that has 
been expressed that the powers of the Rabbis of the various synagogues 
in the City will be curtailed as a result of the appointment be fulfilled 
in practice. That way, indeed, might strife lie! The real purpose 
of the move, we take it, is to set up an office which would be 
concerned with the welfare of all Manchester's Jews, and not directly 
with the work of some particular p'ace of worship. Its incumbent 
would advise, co-ordinate, stimulate, and inspire, and, together with his 
colleagues, represent his co:eligionists among the larger community of 
the city.

point of fact, it has been and is even now being made in Palestine, 
despite the contrary action of a few irresponsible Jewish hotheads. The 
Jews of that country did not, in last year’s Arab outbreak, “ inflict 
retaliatory casualties.” to use “* Mentor’s words, Nor are they doing 
so during the p:esent recrudescence of terrorism. On the other hand. 
there are urgent pleas to them from the local Chief Rabbis, the Jewish 
Agency, and the Vaad Leumi to exercise self-discipline and abjure 
retaliation. And Professor Yahuda has recently warned us that our 
history has taught us that sclf-restraint has been one of the principal 
sources of our vitality. 


I verRYBODY has the moral right to hit back, in self-protection, in a quarrel 
forced upon him. But drawing blood in a sheer spirit of vengeance, 
and without discrimination between the innocent and the guilty, 1s quite 
another and a barbarous thing. But then we come up against another 
question. How ought the distinction to which I have referred operatic 
inthe quarrels of nations or communities ? I venture to think that it holds 
good in those cases, too. At the same time, while renouncing retaliation 
or reprisals, the Yishuv has organised, it is well known, for self-defence, 
and no one, not even the Government itself, blames it for such action. Nor, 
indeed, have Jews, as a body, on other occasions failed to take up arms 
in Sheer self-protection. One has, however, the authority of Mr. Herbert 
Loewe for stating that on the whole their revolts in biblical and post- 
biblical times were relatively few, and not only few but uniformly un- 
successful—even though morally justifiable.’” The great mass of people, 
he pointed out, and the larger part by far of their teachers rose against 
their rulers only when religion was threatened. The truth ts, generally 
speaking, that the Jews are the Passive Resisters, par excellence, ot 
human history. They have contented themselves, for the most part, 
with protest against injustice, with appeals to the conscience of civilised 
men, with marches and processions, with remonstrances, the invocation 
of the help of governmental sympathisers, with the Minorities Treaties, 
and with the preaching of a boycott (which has large’y failed”). 

* 
It is, of course, easy to pour scorn on these reactions to merciless 
oppression, and few of us, aS we glance at our tragic past—and 
present—can forbear a feeling. of bitterness at a martyrdom which seems 
unending. But it 1s, | think, true to say that Jews themselves have never 
over-valued the power of such weapons as they could command, 
and perhaps it was because of that that they sought solace in the 
thought that persecution, after all, disciplined them  lovyalts 
to their faith, and acted as the cement that held the fabric of their 
scatiered people together. We may dismiss that consolation as feeble, 
and say, with ‘* Mentor,’* that it may have been magnificent but was not 
war. But before we condemn, we have to. ask ourselves what other course 
was possible. 

THe palpable fact, a thousand times proclaimed, is that the Jews are, 
and have always been, in a minority everywhere. Supposing that thes 
had managed to procure arms. and had thrown themselves desperately 
on their enemies in a forlorn and hopeless fight. Suppose they had 
made sorties from the medieval ghettos, or violently resisted the 
Inguisition? Would that have availed them aught? Would it have 
advanced their freedom by a single hour? Would it have melted the 
hearts of their oppressors and excited their admiration, or would their 
action have been stigmatised as ** Jewish impudence,’’ to be paid for in yet 
heavier blood baths? The plain truth is that in the domain of physical force 
we are all but helpless. Even ** Memior,”’ in his anguish of soul, admitted 
that ““‘we have no means of protecting ourselves, ’’—although the organisa- 
tion of Palestine deferce has not teen without effect--and could only 
advance the plea that “the least we can do ts to let anti-Jews know what 
they and those whose creed they follow have been responsible for,’’ and 
only argue that “ Mr. Pearison is right to issue this volume of his, with its 
stern indictment by trutal facts.*’ In short, let in the light. Proclaim 
the ghastly truth from the housetops. And leave it to conscience—and 
the working of moral forces, as well as the inscrutable designs of a 
merciful Providence. That working is tardy. The mills of God grind 
ever so slowly, even though they do grind exceeding small. And all 
the time the victims of the ceaseless derision and assaults are exposed 
to moral as well as physical danger. But if the moral law is never destined 
to prevail, and the final deliverance is never to come, then surely it 
will not be the Jews alone who will be for ever lost. 


* * 


AND one word more on this question of Jews hitting back. You may 
not be able to fight back with the weapons of war. But the plough, 
the workman’s machine, the university, may be more potent arms than 
any that may be forged in the arsenals of the nations. They are at 
work now, in Jew:sh hands—in Palestine. They are the instruments 
busily employed in building up again a Jewish people strong in morale 
and the arts of peace. May this not, after all, be the most effective and the 
noble:t of all methods of hitting back ? Letus re-dedicate ourselves to 
that sublime task with renewed determination. Only if we fail 
miserably in it will the charge that we are poor-spirited fatalists, baring 
our backs willingly to the oppressor’s whip, receive its fullest proof. 
Let us resist—constructively—relying most, for salvation, on our own 
high purpose, enthusiasm, and will. It may te, under Providence, the 
wisest, even if it is not, in some views, the only way ! 
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QUEEN MARY AT THE JEWISH MUSEUM 
A Surprise Visit 


[From a Correspondent] 


At Woburn House, the headquarters of Jewish communal activity, 
is a museum which contains some of the most beautiful examples 
of Jewish art and relics of the greatest historical interest. Yet it ts 
rarely visited. A visitor probably finds himself alone in the building 
except, perhaps, for one or two industrious students working in the 
book alcoves. The fame of this museum, though apparently not 
known to the Community in general, has, however, spread to exalted 
circles; and on Thursday in last week a visit was paid to it by Her 
Majesty Queen Mary, whose interest in antiques and things of the 
past is so well known. 

On Thursday, at mid-day, Sir Gerald Chichester, Her Majesty's 
Private Secretary, telephoned to Woburn House Queen Mary's desire 
to visit the Museum. It is no secret that with, the knowledge of Queen 
Mary's interest in such things it had long been hoped that she would 
one day go to Woburn House. It was, however, insisted on that 
her present visit be regarded as informal and private, so that it was not 
until her actual arrival that the many persons who work there 
were aware of -her presence. Her Majesty was accompanied by 
her Lady-in-Waiting, the Dowager Countess of Airlie, and at her 
own request she was received only by Mr. Wilfred Samuel, Chairman 
of the Museum Committee. with whom was Mr. Moss Harris, the 
Vv ell-known art dealer. who has long cnioy ed Her Masesty s patronage, 
and who has often had the privilege of receiving her at his premises 
m New Oxford Street 

Her Majesty was. as always, most gracious. She refused to allow the 
students who. were working in the Museum to be disturbed, and she 
spent over an hour there carefully studying every exhibit and asking 
for a full explanation of each by Mr. Samuel or Mr. Harris. Her 
Maiestv’s skill in embroidery is well known, and uo any tem may be 
said to have aroused her particular attention it was the embroideries, 
especially these covering the.Scrolls of the Law. Het Majesty 
expressed herself as having thoroughly enjoyed her visit. 

By the time Queen Mary had finished, the news of her presenee 
had spread through Woburn House, and for a short time work was 
suspended in every department so that all could assemble at the 
exit and give her a rousing send-off. On the way out she paused 
several minutes to examine carefully the Seter Torah which its m a 
glass case in the entrance of Jews’ College. 

PORTRAIT OF MOSES RICARDO 
[From a Correspondent] 

English ecighteenth-century portraits 
of Jewish notabilities are sufficiently 
rare to make any discovery in this 
field worthy of notice. One such 
painting (of which the accompanying 
picture 1s a part) has recently been 
added to the collection in the Jewish 
Museum through the generosity of 
Mr. Arthur E. Franklin, J.P. A note 
on the back identifying the sitter as 
“M. Ricardo” has led to the con- 
clusion that it is a portrait of Moses 
Ricardo, a younger brother of David 
Ricardo the economist. He was born 
on November 1I3th, 1776, and 
practised as a surgeon at Brighton, 
where he died in 1866. How the 
picture found its way to the London 
salerooms where it was purchased is 
unknown. 


MR. JOSEPH H. JACOBS’ SEVENTIETH BIRTHDAY 
Shipowner and Philanthropist 


Mr. Joseph H. Jacobs, a noted figure in the business world and in the 
Jewish Community, has just celebrated his seventieth birthday. 

Mr. Jacobs is Chairman of John I. Jacobs and Co., Ltd., a well-known 
firm of shipowners and brokers, in St. Helen’s Place, London. The ship- 
owning business was founded in 1865 in Swansea by Mr. Jacobs’ father 
and uncles, and the firm of John I. Jacobs and Co. (which in 1919 became 
a limited company) was established in London in 1881 by Mr. Jacobs’ 
brother. Mr. Jacobs himself has been with the firm over fifty years, and 
Chairman since 1919, bs 

At the beginning of the Great War, the firm’s fleet of tankers, except 
one or two, was requisitioned and remained on Government service till after 
the Armistice. For some years the firm has specialised as tanker owners 
and brokers, and it was through Mr. Jacobs’ initiative that ordinary cargo 
vessels were converted so that molasses, which were formerly transported 
in casks and drums, could be shipped in bulk, now the regular method. 

A long list of Mr. Jacobs’ distinctions in the shipping and business world 
could be cited; he is a Companion of the Institute of Marine Engineers: for 
some time he was a member of the Committee of Marine Engineering 
Standards; and he is one of the original members of the present Baltic 
Mercantile and Shipping Exchange. He is a Freeman of the City of 
London and a Liveryman of the Worshipful Company of Spectacle Makers 
His lifelong interest in shipping matters led him to acquire some of the 
Nelson relics, which were accepted from him for the nation by the 
Government and replaced in the “ Victory” at Portsmouth. 

For eighteen years he has been a Warden of the Central Synagogue 
and he gave £2,000 to the Ministers’ Augmentation Fund at that 
Synagogue. He is a Life Governor of the London Hospital and St 
Bartholemew's Hospital, and President of the League of Mercy in West St. 
Pancras district. A ward is named in his honour at the Woking Cottage 
Hospital, in whose rebuilding he was largely interested.

“IS OUR JEWISH EDUCATION A SHAM ?”

The Parents’ Responsibility 


From Mr. M. BLOCH 


To the Editor ot THe JEWISH CHRONICLI 


Sir, Like Mr. Lewis, I, too, am a teacher of Hebrew, and | also have 
often thought about the many problems and discussed the various difficulties 
regarding Hebrew education in this country. 

Many suggestions have been made as to how the standard could be raised, 
and how to interest the pupils. But, may 1 suggest, the root of the evil 
is not to be found either with the teacher or with the pupils, but with the 
parents. Several years ago, the late Rev. A. A. Green said that Hebrew 
education was neglected because the parents took the children away into the 
country on Sunday morning, and it was a case of “ Pentateuch versus 
Petrol.” Nowadays it is more than that, It is “ Pentateuch versus Parents.” 
Any excuse, it seems, has the sanction of the father and or mother, and 
the child abstains from attending Hebrew C iasses. 

If Jewish parents were but to show eagerness for their children’s Hebrew 
education, and not (as many of them do) treat the subject with sheer 
indifference, much more could be accomplished. The co-operation of our 
adult. generation tm giving their children some encouragement to devote 
several hours a week to study our holy language, our great heroic history, 
and the duties incumbent upon every Jew—such action would certainly 
greatly improve the present position. 

And as a senior student of Jews’ College, may I also point out that on no 
occasion have those who have attended the College ever been encouraged 
to think that teaching in the Ministry is “only a side-line.” Mr. Lewis 
is entirely mistaken on this point. 

Not only do the Principal and the other members of the Staff emphasise 
the value and importance of the Minister as a teacher; but also every senior 
student must attend a full session of special lectures on education in the 
London University, delivered to students training to be teachers. The Aaron 
Blashki Teaching Prize 1s awarded every year for the best class teacher 
among the senior students of Jews’ College. 

While admitting with Mr. Lewis that much can be done to raise the 
standard, may I stress the point that regular attendance by the pupils will 
do much to ameliorate the neglect of Hebrew education of the present day.

POLISH GOVERNMENT’S OBSTINACY 


Brutal Enforcement of Ghetto Benches 
PART OF A SHAMEFUL PROGRAMME 


Destruction of Jewish Profess‘onal Classes 


[From our Correspondent —WAarsaw] 


Following the deplorable example set by Warsaw University, all 
other Polish Universities have now officially introduced ghetto benches. 
In Cracow, Lwow, and Vilna, Endek attempts to force Jews to sit 
apart led last week to wild disturbances. 5 

It has become clear that the authorities are determined to enforce 
the segregation of Jews at the Universities. There is to be a special 
conference of all University Deans to discuss measures to be taken to 
force the Jews, still heroically fighting against the ghetto measures, 
to occupy the seats assigned them, it is reported. Although the struggle 
of the Jewish students is winning them the recognition of many people 
in Poland. it is more than doubtful whether the authorities will revert 
to a more liberal policy. On the contrary; it may be assumed that 
they will defy the opposition, and that from the universities the rot 
will spread to other educational institutions. With their usual 
hypocrisy, the authorities declare that the ghettoes are merely a means 
of maintaining order. | 

Apart from surrendering to the Endek elements, whom the official 
“Ozon™ organisation is assiduously- courting, the ‘Government 
definitely aims at “ purging ” higher educational institutions of Jews. 
Having begun an.extermination policy against Jewish traders and 
merchants, its tendency is to attack the Jewish professional classes. 


According to ofhcial opinion, these classes form a vital centre ol 
Jewish strength and influence in Poland, and must therefore be 
weakened. It is with this end in. view that the Government ts 


encouraging the adoption of the “Aryan Paragraph” by lawyers’ 
and doctors’ associations, and has begun to limit the influx of new 
Jewish lawyers by introducing “ special practical courses” for young 
lawvers from which the Jews are, in the main, debarred. The 
University ghettoes are thus only another step in the anti-Jewish policy 
worked out in all details by official specialists. 

Ihe results of ‘this Machiavellian plot are plain to see. In_ the 
course of a single year, 1935-1936, the number of Jewish students at 
all’ Universities fell from 7,114 to 6,207, while the total number of 
students fell from 48,071 to 47,161. Thus the decrease was almost 
exactly accounted for by the Jews. In 1928, the total, number of 
students was 30,000, of whom 8,700 were Jews. The number of Jews 
allowed this year is much smaller than in 1936, but no definite figures 
have yet been published. Everywhere the tendency is to limit Jewish 
possibilities of obtaining expert professional education and to deprive 
them of leadership as well as of earning capacity. The calculation is 
that the anti-Jewish campaign will thus be made easier and that the 
success Of the extermination process will be assured. — 

The American Federation of Teachers, which has a membership of 
25,000, has addressed a letter to the Polish Minister of Education, M. 
Swietoslawski, declaring that it is “ shocked beyond measure” at the 
ghetto measures and urging the repeal of “these outrageous regula- 
tions" as being a violation of minority obligations. 

The International League for Academic Freedom, says.a New York 
report, has published an open letter, signed by 202 professors at sixty- 
four universities, appealing to their Polish colleagues to oppose the 
ghetto benches as “ alien to the spirit of academic freedom.”’ 

A public meeting held in Brussels this week to protest against the 
introduction of ghetto benches was addressed by MM. Louis de 
Brouckere, of Brussels University, Jean: Hubeaux, of Liége University, 
and Léo Mundeleer, Vice-President of the Belgian Chamber of 
Deputies. 

Among the signatories of an appeal issued by the Paris Committee 
for the Defence of the Rights of Jews in Eastern Europe in protest 
against the ghetto benches and the economic boycott in Poland 
are M. Maxence Bibie, President of the French-Polish Parliament 
Group, Senator Aimé Béthod, M. Henri Bergson, Gen. Brissaud- 
Desmaillet, Canon Hippolyte Hemmer, of the Trinity Church, Paris, 
and a number of other French politicians and professors. 


On the occasion of Polish National Independence Day recently, President 
Moscicki conferred Crosses of Merit on a number of Jews, including 
Professor Samuel Dickstein, of Warsaw University; M. Victor Chajos, 
President of the Lemberg Jewish Community; the Rev. Baruch Steinberg, 
Jewish Chaplain to the Polish Army; and the late Adolf Segall, who was 
Councillor of the Polish Legation in Vienna. The “Golden Academic 
Laurel Wreath,” the Polish Literary Academy's highest distinction, has 
been conferred on the well-known writer, psychologist, and educationist, 
Dr. Janusz Korczak, who is a member of the Polish section of the Jewish 
Agency for Palestine. 

The organ of the Polish Government, the GazeTa Potska, has pub- 
lished a leading article bestowing high praise on resolutions passed by a 
recent conference of Polish merchants held in Warsaw, which demanded 
the Polonisation of commerce and the introduction of restrictions on 
Jewish merchants. The Executive of the Provisional Board of Polish 
Jewry has issued a statement pointing out that the resolutions imply a 
violation of the spirit of the Constitution. 


MEXICO LIMITS EAST EUROPEAN IMMIGRATION 


Last week, what is described as the first immigration quota in 
Mexico's history was introduced by an order signed by the President. 
The order does not introduce any racial discrimination, but admits 
annually only 100 immigrants each from Poland, Rumania, Lithuania, 
and other Eastern European countries, and 500 from Germany, 
Austria, and Hungary, and other countries. No limit is imposed on 
immigrants from Spain or Latin-American countries.

ICA’S STEADY WORK OF REHABILITATION 
Grandiose Schemes Deplored 


The worsening of the plight of Jews in many countries, and the 
resultant need for intensifying the work of rehabilitation, was stressed 
at the annual general assembly of the Ica (Jewish Colonisation Associa- 
tion) in Paris recently by the President of the organisation, Sir 
Osmond d'Avigdor-Goldsmid. 

The Ica had some notable successes to record. In Argentina, 
agricultural settlement was developing favourably, Sir Osmond 
declared. However, he deplored well-meaning but grandiose schemes 
of “ mass emigration” to new countries. They had had fifty years of 
experience in colonisation work, and they realised the difficulties. They 
would go on their way imperturbably, reducing risks to a minimum. 
Sir Osmond then referred to colonisation plans in Brazil, which, he 
said, although fully prepared, could not be realised, official permission 
having been inexplicably refused. In Palestine, the Emica, in whose 
work they shared, had consolidated and enlarged its existing settle- 
ments. The work in Eastern and Central Europe, where they were 
collaborating with the Joint Distribution Committee, had proceeded 
regularly. 


RISKED LIVES TO SAVE SEFARIM 
Shanghai Jews’ Brave Deed 


Three young Shanghai Jews who risked their lives in saving nine 
Sefer Torahs from the Ward Synagogue last month under the fire 
of the opposing Chinese and Japanese armies were specially honoured 
by the local Jewish Community this week at a large Chanucah gather- 
ing. Commemorative certificates were presented to them by Rabbi 
Ashkenazi. 

The position of the Jews in China continues to be very difficult, 
All the more welcome is a substantial sum for relief which has been 
cabled by Bnai Brith in Cincinnats. 
by Jews in Manila and other places in the Far East. 


FRENCH MINISTER DENOUNCES DISCRIMINATION 


The safeguarding of citizenship rights and the provision of aid 
for political refugees in France were the main subjects of discussion 
at the National Congress of the French Section of the International 
League to Combat Anti-Semitism held in Paris last week. 400 delegates, 
representing over a hundred local groups in France, French North 
Africa, and the colonies, were present. The inaugural meeting was 
presided over by M. Mare Rucart, the Minister of Health, who assured 
the delegates that the Popular Front Government would neve7 admit 
racial, national, or religious discrimination among the citizens of 
France. 

The Congress adopted a number. of resolutions demanding the 
suppression in France of all movements or groups advocating racial, 
ethnical, religious. or national discrimination: and the drafting of a 
convention to ensure the right to work, etc., to politcial refugees, on 
the understanding that they scrupulously obey French law. 


NAZI LEADERS’ VISITS TO NEAR EAST 


Herr Baldur von Schirach, the German Nazi Youth Leader, wh» has 
been visiting. Pastern Europe, travelled by air this week from Athens to 
Damascus. It is reported that Dr. Goebbels, the Reich Minister for 
Propaganda, is to leave Germany for Egypt at the end o this month.

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“MUSICAL CHAIRS” IN RUMANIAN POLITICS 


Jews To Be the ** Odd Man Out”? 
OPPOSITION’S PACT WITH ANTLI-SEMITES 


Recent political reshufflings in Rumania have been depressing 
enough from a Jewish point of view, and the entry of members of 
the anti-Semitic National Democratic Party into the Cabinet was 
viewed with considerable alarm. But later developments among the 
Opposition are causing even greater misgivings. 

Last week. following a conference between M. Maniu, recently 
elected President of the National Peasant Party, in succession to M. 
Mihalache. and M. Codreanu, the Jew-baiting leader of the “ All for 
the Fatherland Party ’ (formerly known as the Iron Guard), it was 
stated than an agreement had been reached with the object of forming 
an opposition b/oc and ensuring free elections. Shortly after, the 
two parties. signed an electoral non-aggression pact with M. George 
Bratianu’s National Liberal Party, the dissident right wing of the 
Liberal Party now in power under M. Tatarescu. ee 

Each of the three parties is, it is claimed, to “ maintain its own 
ideology.” Mi. Maniu declared that the agreement did not change in 
the least the democratic programme of the National Peasant Party. 
Ihe object of the pact was strictly to ensure free elections. “ We have 
not moved one step to the right nor to the left,’ he said. “ We believe 
in democracy, true constitutionalism, and constructive nationalism. 
Had our party been brought to power, we would have acted in 
accordance with the spirit of justice and tolerance towards the ethnic 
and religious minorities. 

Nevertheless. the agreement between the National Peasant Party 
and the Iron Guard ts strongly criticised in democratic circles, since 
it practically makes the Fascist and anti-Jewish Iron Guard the arbite! 
of the electoral situation. M. Codreanu this week announced that he 
was in favour of an alliance with Berlin and Rome, and was opposed 
to toleration for the Jews. It is feared that, under such influence, the 
National Peasant Party. hitherto a sound democratic torce, may well 
enter upon an anti-Jewish path. At all events, it is thought that neithe

Premiers Assurance to Minorities 

In a proclamation to the nation issued last week, M. Tatarescu 
the policy of his Government towards the natlonal minorities.

Austrian Jews 
are extecme y alarmed at the turn of events, and .re awaiting 
anxiously the outcome of the rresent Anglo-French conversations, which, 
it iS hoped, wil allay fears of German dominatio>. 


Much to the alarm of Vienna Jews, the Vice-Mayor, Herr Kresse, made a 
violent attack on Jews recently at a meeting of Christian merchants, and 
expressed himself in favour of a boycott. 

The Austrian League of the Blind has excluded from its ranks its Musicians’ 
Section, which some time ago refused to admit Jews as members. 


CANADA--Tons of printed matter viciously attacking Jews. the United 
Church, Freemasons, and other bodies are being poured into Toronto and 
other centres in Ontario from Montreal. The Department of Justice con- 
siders that a decision to bar postal delivery to the offensive matter would 
not remedy the situation. The bulk of it is being transported by rail, 
according to the Postmaster General. The mails may be used to carry the 
matter objected to until such time as the courts decide that the attacks are 
likely to result in a breach of the peace.

THE ARREST OF REVISIONISTS 


\ writer in the MOMENT, Warsaw, commenting on the recent arrests 
in Palestine of the Revisionists, observes that this action is a return on 
ihe part of the Administration to the old methods of keeping the balance 
between both sections of the population. 

Phe authorities in Palestine, the writer says, having arrested a number of 
\rabs who were regarded as responsible for terrorist acts, have now proceeded 
LO actin similar manner by arresting Revisionssis, who are revarced as cxtrermsts. 
It is apparently the purpose of the Palestine Administration to show to 
the world’ its mpartiality and to place the victims of terrorists on the 


same level as the terrorists. The acts of certain Jewish zealots, however 
deplorable cannot be put on the same tooting as those of Arabs responsible 
for violence. After all. whatever the Jewish attitude may be towards these 


isolated acts of individual Jews. the fact cannot be ignored that they are 
provoked by Arab murderers. and it was hardly fair to make the leaders 
of a party responsible without any evidence against them :

* A CHRISTIAN VIEW OF ANTI-SEMITISM’? 
National Home the Ultimate Solution 


SIR CYRIL ENTWISTLE’S OPINION 
[From our Special Correspondent] 


At a meeting organised recently by the London Area Council, the 
view expressed that it was not only non-Jews who needed 
enlightening on anti-Semitism, but also Jews, Last week, members of 
the Council's speakers’ class and their friends heard a non-Jew's views 
on anti-Semitism. This was an admirable function, because for the first 
time many Jews heard an analysis of anti-Semitism given not by an 
embittered enemy, but by a friend who was as anxious as they were 
to put an end to persecution and pogrom. The meeting was held tn 
the Rose Hertz Hall at Woburn House. 

Sic Cyril Entwistle, K.C., M.P., spoke on “A Christian's View of 
Anti-Semitism.” Mr. M. Gordon Liverman, J.P., presided. Sir Cyril 
made an analysis of anti-Semitism and gave reasons for anti-Semitic 
feeling among non-Jews. Historically, the primary cause of anti- 
Semitism, he said, was religious prejudice. This motive was now, 
however, losing its potency, especially in this country. 

Ihe fundamental reason for anti-Semitism at the present day, he 
believed, was the Jewish lack of a national home. The Jews, who, for 
historical reasons, had no country, had been spread over the world. 
Because of attacks made upon them they banded together, and this 
entorced homogenetty emphasised their separateness and caused 
them to be regarded as strangers. Patriotic prejudices were then 
aroused against them, becatise the stranger was always suspect. 

_ Sir Cyril suggested that there were perhaps three alternative solutions 
for the Jews: complete assimilation, which, he admitted, had failed 
in Germany: a national home for the Jews, which, he considered, 
would present the only permanent solution; or intensive propaganda 
as the Area Council was doing; and Sir Cyril congratulated Mr. Frank 
Renton on the fine way in which the speakers’ class was conducted. 

Sir Cyril Entwistle was very enthusiastically received and he was 
asked many questions at the end of the meeting.

Mr. Valentine, Director of the Jewish People's Councils Speakers 
Traming Classes, addressed a meeting of the Menorah Youth Group 
at the West Central Jewish Girls’ Club last Saturday evening.

SYSTEM OF AUDITING 
Chief Registrar's Warning 


[from our Correspondent| 


Of recent years the observations of the authorities on the subject of 
auditing the accounts of Friendly Societies have become gradually 
more emphatic. The latest report of the Chief Registrar conveys the 
sternest possible warning, and I feel it to be in the public interest to 
quote his words. 

The Chief Registrar mentions that there have been a regrettabie 
number of cases in which defalcations have come to light as a result 
of the examination of annual returns, and that in all these cases the 
societies adopted the expedient of audit by two lay auditors instead 
ot employing one of the public auditors appointed under the Friendly 
societies Act. During the last ten years defaleations have come to the 
notice of the Registrar in over 800 cases, involving an aggregate loss 
lo the societies concerned of at least £200,000. In the hope of checking 
this evil, efforts have been made to induce societies and branches to 
employ the services of the public auditors and there has been some 
response trom the aililiated Orders and the more enlightened societies 
generally 

Nevertheless, the large number of cases brought to light in which the 
most clementary precautions are omitted, resulting in the prosecution 
ol defaulters and of the auditors themselves and in: financial losses 
to the societies, shows that. the mischief ts not one which can be 
checked by advice or persuasion the Chief Registrar observes

It appears there 1s a salutary remedy As so many societies and 
branches still refuse not only to accept the advice which has-been given 
to them to employ public auditors, but persist in employing persons 
who do no more than sign their names, there are strong grounds for 
suggesting that the time has come when audit by a public auditor 
should be made compulsory by legislation, This was done in 1913 tn 
the case of industrial and provident societies at their own request, 
with satisfactory results. Burtiding societies are required by Statute to 
employ persons publicly carrying on the business of accountants, and 
collecting societies, which are registered under the Friendly Societies 
Act, are required by the Industrial Assurance Act, 1923, to employ 
public auditors. here appears, in these circumstances, to be no 
reason, in the view of the Chiet Registrar, tor applying to othe: 
friendly societies a system of lay audit which was no doubt mevitable 
on the passing of the Friendly Societies Act of 1875, when audit was 
first made obligatory, but which in 1937 is out of date. 

| hope that this warning will not be neglected by our own movement. 
Lay auditing is officially condemned and steps ought to be taken without 
delay to give effect to the views of the Chef Registrar: I was glad to be in 
a position to report in a recent issue that in one Order (the Ache: Ameth) 
every Lodge had its accounts audited by a public auditor, but this.ts still far 
from the rule in the Jewish Friendly Society Movement generally, The 
cost of employing public auditors should be regarded as a necessary 
charge on administration expenses, and the value of such an elementary 
safeguard more than recompenses societies for that charge.

HOW THE DECLARATION WAS BORN 


The remarkable and spontaneous discovery of Zionism by 
Sidebotham as a purely British interest was repeated strangely enough 
quite independently in the autumn of 1916 by the late Sir Mark Svkes 
His share in the Balfour promise should have been given in fuller 
detail by the author, for indeed here truth was Stranger than any 
fiction, and should certainly be placed on record.

Insuperable Defects in the Scheme 
J.N.F. EXPERT'S REMARKABLE ANALYSIS 


More Partitionist Illusions Exploded 


[From our Correspondent —JERUSALEM] 


Some remarkable statements were made by Dr. A, Granovsky, a 
director of the Jewish National Fund in Jerusalem, in the course 
of an address to a recent gathering of journalists at Kibbutz

Of the 4;424,000 dunams of private property within the area of the 
posed Jewish State as at present demarcated, only. 1,220,000 
cunams, or twenty-five per cent., belong to the Jews, and about 
* 200,000 dunams to non-Jews. Of the non-Jewish land, 560,000 
dunams, or about eleven per cent., belong to owners who are not 
resident in the villages, while 2,640,000 dunams belong for the most 
part to the peasantry. Thus, only a small part of the land is owned 
by the effendis, or absentee landlords, who lease it to tenant-culltivators. 


Expropriation Not Possible 
lt is Of interest to quote a section of Dr. Granovsky’s address in 
vhich he explodes the myth that, once a Jewish State were founded, 
nd settlement would be simplified by expropriation of large areas: 

“It would not be possible to assign all the land expropriated 
from large estates to Jews alone; such a procedure would not be 
either politically expedient or ethically justifiable. In so far as 
private property was in question, only land not belonging to the 
fellahin could be expropriated . . . and the latter takes in more 
than half the area of the projected Jewish State, 

“I doubt whether we should be able to effect the transfer of 
large numbers of fellahin. They would not go except under com- 
pulsion. The exchange of populations between Turkey and 
Greece is cited as a case in point, but there the exchange was 
carried out by the mailed fist of the military authorities. In our 
oWn case no other method than the voluntary withdrawal of the 
Arabs comes into question, as was explicitly stated by the 
Secretary of State for the Colonies when appearing before the 
Mandates Commission of the League of Nations. 

“It is conceivable, indeed, that some of the fel/ahin might leave 
willingly, but that would be a long, complicated, and expensive 
process, since they would not give up land which they have 
tilled so long except in return for very substantial benefits.” 

In the event of the transfer of the Arab population, vast sums 
Would be needed to compensate the peasants not only for their land, 
ut for the immovable property on the land, whether or not such 
Property was of any value to the Jewish settlers. The cost of their 


transmigration would have to be paid. Assuming that all Arabs would 
agree to go, and 3,000,000 dunams were thus avaliable for purchase, 
the sum required would be in the neighbourhood (at £8 or £9 per 
dunam, which ts the average reckoned by the Keren Kayemeth for its 
own land) of £25,000,000 or £30,000,000 for the vacated land alone, 
Immense amounts would have to be mobilised quickly. 

Moreover, Dr. Granovsky declared, a community of 400,000 Jews, 
or even 500,000, presuming it had reached that figure, could hardly 
be expected to shoulder the immense responsibilities involved in the 
purchase of millions of dunams and the settlement of large numbers 
of immigrants in the towns, and on the land, or be credit-worthy for 
State loans running into millions of pounds. To burden the budget 
of a young State with a heavy load of obligations for amortisation 
and interest payments on loans would be altogether impracticable. 

The speaker entered a strong plea for continued support of the 
Keren Kayemeth as a land-purchasing instrument, whether or not the 
proposed political and constitutional changes come into being. In the 
future, as in the past, efforts will be directed to providing land in 
adéquate measure for settlers who will work it themselves: and who, 
in the nature of things, possess litde or no means of their own, 


Enormous Responsibilities of National Fund 


Even under a new State, the Jewish National Fund will have 
enormous responsibilities and will have to be equipped with funds 
in corresponding measure. The primary function of acquiring land 
will, he pointed out, strongly depend upon.a source other than State 
revenues. Moreover, if Partition ts inevitable, the more land that is 
purchased (especially in those parts of the country which are to be 
ucluded within the limits of the Arab State) during the transition 
period, the more may be expected when the borders of the Jewish 

tate are definitely fixed. 

The extent of the area held in the Arab part of Palestine will also 
have a bearing on the negotuations for the transfer of the Arab 
inhabitants, to whom the Jewish State would be able to offer that 
land tn exchange. 

Dr. Granovsky made the interesting revelation that tens of thousands 
of dunams of various kinds in all parts of the country had been 
Offered to the Jewish National Fund recently by Arab owners: to 
buy up all the land on the market would require sums running into 
hundreds of thousands of pounds. There were two reasons why so 
much land is now offered for sale: firstly, the rmpoverishment of Arab 
land-owners who have lost heavily owing to the disturbances of the 
past two years and have incurred large indebtedness (another con- 
liimation of the thesis that land purchase by Jews ts an important 
source of Arab income); secondly, the desire of Arab land-owners to 
sell because of prevailing political uncertainty. 


Importance of Beisan and Galilee 


The Jewtsh National Fund was now planning, he said, to concentrate 
its land purchases in two areas where good land could be had cheaply, 
Beisan and Galilee. In the former especially intensive cultivation ts 
practicable because so much water is available, and tens of thousands 
of dunams can be bought in the. Beisan_ region, Moreover, 
opportunity exists for the acquisition of large areas in the vicinity 
of the Huiech Concession zone, where there ts excellent soil and ample 
water, 

In the southern part of Palestine, too, he remarked, the Keren 
Kayemeth had an important function to perform. Tracts of land 
were. avatiable for intensive cultrvation, the purchase of which would 
greatly strengthen the position of the. Jewish villages in the Negev. 
[he extension of Jewish holdings in Emek Zebulun (Acre Bay) was 
highly tmportant because it served the future metropolis of Haifa 
as a hinterland, and < strong claim to the whole, and not part, of 
Haifa would be established by having a _ hinterland populated by 
Jews. 

Dr. Granovsky said that immense opportunities now lay ready, and 
there was much to be done if the Jewish National Fund had the 
means.- Only by multiplying its receipts over and over again could 
a national land policy be implemented on a scale worthy of its 
object. | 

In this connection, it would be appropriate to quote some figures 
disclosed by Mr. J.. Weitz, also of the Jewish National Fund. There 
were 1,350,000 dunams in Jewish possession at September 30th, 1937, 
of which the Keren Kayemeth owned 402,450 dunams, or 29.8 per 
cent. of the total. Ot the 402,450 dunams, 377,030, of 93.7 per cent., 
were in rural districts and 25,420 dunams were urban lands. There 
were 344,150 dunams (85.5 per cent.) in the plains, and 58,300 (14.5 
per.cent.) in the hills. There were 5,941 units, or 54 per cent. of the 
total Jewish agricultural units, on Keren Kayemeth land, holding 
32,000 individuals, or one-third of the entire Jewish rural population. 
In J.N.F. woodlands, covering some 14,000 dunams, there were 
2,192,000 trees. 


ATTEMPTS TO CONTINUE TERRORISM 


Three Policemen Killed 
ATTACKS ON JEWISH COLONIES 


After a period of complete quiet, terrorism broke out again last 
week-end and is continuing. It would seem that the terrorists are 
trying to give the impression that the outrages are reprisals for the 
execution of Sheikh Farhan. Three policemen have been killed in 
various attacks and several Jews injured. 

The Military Court in Jerusalem sentenced an Arab youth, named 
Alcharidi, from Ramleh, to five years’ imprisonment for being in 
possession of a revolver. The accused contended that the revolver was 
put in his room as the result of a family quarrel. The Court took 
into consideration the fact that the revolver was not loaded. 

There was a partial strike on Saturday in Nablus as a protest against 
the hanging of Farhan. A demonstration of students was dispersed 
by the police. The authorities announced the closing of the Govern- 
ment Secondary School, which is believed to be a centre of agitation. 
Strikes, which were only partially successful, were also reported from 
Acre, Jenin, and Hebron, In Hebron, the Government Secondary 
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School was closed because 
execution of Farhan. 

A bomb was thrown from a passing car in the Shimon Hazedek 
quarter of Jerusalem, slightly injuring a Jewess. Later in the evening, 
another bomb exploded at the corner of King George Avenue and 
Ben Yehuda Street in Jerusalem. The explosion occurred when the 
streets were crowded with Jews proménading on Saturday evening. 
Two Kurdish-Jewish boys aged twelve and a girl aged sixteen were 
injured as a result of the explosion and taken to hospital.

Shooting at Settlements 


The American kibbutz, Juara, was attacked during Friday night by 
Arabs. Ghaffirim from Mishmar Haemek went to assist their fellow- 
settlers. and the assailants were repulsed There were no casualtics 
among the settlers. There was also shooting at Sediera. After a fierce 
exchange, the ghaffirim repulsed the attackers 

While members of the settlement Kfar Hahoresh were ploughing the 
fields late on Sunday, they fired on from the direction of the 
Nazareth hills. Ghaffirim replied and drove off the attackers. One

-On Tuesday, one was found and told how the other two 
had been murdered in an ambush tn the hills near the Sea of Galilee 
[roops. police. and aeroplanes had been searching.for them. 


Arab Gang Caught 


Police dogs successiully tracked an Arab gang in the Nazareth hills. 
The police were led to four houses in the village of Iksal, where the, 
tound an Arab who had been injured by police on Sunday. The gang 
consisted of twenty-six villagers in the vicinity, a number of whom 
were arrested. 

An omnibus proceeding to Safed trom Haifa on Monday was 
ambushed and fired on near Meron. Four Jews were injured. 
including the driver and a ghaffhir. One-passenger, Asher Podhorzer. 
aged fifteen, the son of the Chairman of the Safed Jewish Congrega- 
tion, was seriously hurt.

VALUE OF MILITARY COURTS 
First Execution in Two Years 
STATISTICS FOR APRIL-JUNE

[hose who might sull doubt the necessity for summary procedure by 
Military Courts in Palestine as a means for deterring hardened assassins 
from their course of violence have now been effectively shown, by the 
subsidence of the outrages, the wisdom of the course taken by the 
Palestine authorities in bringing such tribunals into operation. The 
execution yesterday of Sheikh Farhan es-Saadi was thé first death 
sentence to be carried out in Palestine in-two years. 

Only last week, your correspondent analysed certain of the “Judicial 
Stauistics” for the first quarter of this year: now the Government Office 
of Statistics has issued another quarterly bulletin for the second three 
months ot the year. 

[he tollowing tabie is compiled from the figures given for the various 
types of civil courts and sets out only the statistics of murder cases. 
Phe Government bulletin also gave the relative information concerning 
attempted murder, manslaughter, murderous assaults, and offences 
against the person. 

For present purposes, however, the following table on murder trials 
alone 1s illuminating:

“ The conclusion is irresistible that the military budget of Palestine 
will be higher under the Partition scheme than under the Mandate 
and the cost will not be defrayed as hitherto out of the revenues of 
Palestine but will have to be met by the British Exchequer.” 


THE CASE FOR PARTITION 


When the author turns to consider the case for Partition his 
brilliance overreaches itself. No pilpulist of any Yeshiva could com- 
pete with the author in splitting hairs. First of all, in the chapter 
entitled “ The Case for Partition,’ the author shows that from the 
Arab standpoint there is no case for Partition: “Anyone who should 
set out to make a good Arab case (for Partition) would soon find 
himself in difficulties.” As for the Jew, Sidebotham says: ~ Of course 
he would have preferred the protection of an international mandate 
administered by Great Britain.” 

fhe only argument in favour of Partition is roughly as follows: 
Partition is decidedly worse for the Jew than the Mandate, but if the 
Mandate has to go by the board, Partition is better than nothing at 
all in the sense that half a loaf ts better than no bread. 


‘The choice tor Jews between the two. alternatives not one that can 
be settled by any abstract and theoretical preference tor the Mandate of 
for Partitron m themselves. but onlv by the chances that the original 
Mandate now has ot beme carricd out in the ense that tney desire oO! by 
the merits or demerits of the Partition scheme as prop ed, or as no may be 


amended by the Jewnh nation 

The really strong argument for Partition ts that Jews can make more 
rapid progress under their own than under a British Administration. 
“In other words, the Palestine Government, for good reasons or bad, 
has in the past retarded the expansion of a National Home.” 

If, therefore, it is believed that no improvement is ever possible in 
the Palestine Administration, the Jews will be driven to try Partition. 
lewish advocates of Partition must have a very low opinion of Great 
Britain’s capacity to learn trom past mistakes. Sidebotham tries hard 
to find some good British arguments tor Parton. First of all, like 
a speaker unconvinced and unsure of himself, he recapitulates in this 
chapter the British argument against Partition and makes it even more 
convincing, because he adds the illuminating remark

In attempting to show that there 
might possibly be a case for Partition, he has forgotten that the only 
argument lor considering Partition at all was that nobody would. listen 
to the Jews if they retused Partition. Why, then, should they be 
listened to fas Sidebotham says they must) they refused the 
boundaries offered? 


BOUNDARIES PROBLEM 


The chapter on the new boundaries is vital to the author's argument. 
Here he is as outspoken as elsewhere. “The proposed boundaries 
could hardly be worse from the standpoint of historical association.” 
Again, “they. raise three quite distinct and separate minority 
problems. ... The new Jewish State ... would have to solve a problem 
that the Commission has declared to be insoluble. ... The Partition will 
not only not reconcile Jews and Arabs, but will weaken the alliance 
between Great Britain and the Jews. ... It must not be assumed that 
Arab Palestine will always be trendly to Britain, or that it is solely 
on account of the Jews that the Arabs are hostile. On the contrary, 
it is not improbable that Partition may increase hostility by depriving 
the Arabs of benefits they have hitherto been drawing from the 
immigration of Jews into Palestine.” 

As regards Haifa, which is to remain under the control of Great 
Britain for the present... “ the argument tells more against Partition 
than against the Mandate!” As regards transfer of the Arab minority 
from the proposed Jewish State, Sidebotham agrees with Jabotinsky, 
whom he quotes with approval and concludes: 

* The projects tor transferring the Arab minority in Jewish Palestine to 
the East are not likely to be carried very far. and they will prefer 
cither to stay where they are or to overflow into the British corridor.’ 

The author tries his utmost to see a future for Partition. His con- 
clusion is of great interest. “ Very drastic amendment is essential. 
Otherwise, without mitigating the animosity of the Arabs, we should 
have changed Jewry from a firm and absolute friend under the 
Mandate to a contingent frend under Partition, and by breaking 
the unity of Zionism and impoverishing its enthusiasm we should 
diminish the best chance that the East ts likely to get of regeneration 
from over the sea.” 


GREAT BRITAIN MUST HAVE PALESTINE 


Sidebotham was the first, or one of the first, in England to see that 
Great Britain must have Palestine and cannot leave Palestine. If 
that is so, it is equally bound to execute the trust which is the sole 
condition of its retention. Sidebotham says other countries would 
be glad to have Palestine and Italy would give her eyes for it. As 
Great Britain will not, and dare not, evacuate the country, the Mandate 
must continue, whether administered well or badly, until Palestine 
as an independent State becomes part of the British Commonwealth 
of Nations. This can only be done if the Jews are allowed to develop 
the country: and it should not be so difficult a matter to persuade the 
British that this course is not only just, but profitable. 

The case for a large Jewish State in Palestine on grounds of British 
Imperial interest has already been put conclusively and clearly, and 
I would refer Herbert Sidebotham of 1937 to Herbert Sidebotham 
of 1916, quoted by himself in this book (page 39): 

“It is necessary, if the Second Jewish State should avoid the fate of the 
first, that it should have room to breathe. More States, after all, have died 
of suffocation than of repletion, and there would be no excuse for this 


country if having taken up the great ideal it were to execute it only in 
miniature.” at

STATEHOOD BY STAGES 


From Mr. LEONARD STEIN 
To the Editor of THe Jewrsu CHRONICLI 


Sir.—True as I believe it to be that uncompromising resistance 
to partition in any form can lead nowhere, the partition scheme 
actually outlined in the Peel Report has, by common consent, 
been pronounced unacceptable from a Jewish point of view, 
for reasons too well known to require detailed discussion.

[he Royal Commission proposes that the problem presented by the 
presence in the territory to be assigned to the Jewtsh State of nearly 
as many Arabs as Jews shall be dealt with by a transter of population 
to be agreed upon with “the Arab leaders,” whoever these may be 
But ut seems clear that, even on the most optimistic view, it is highly 
improbable that any such transfer will in practice be capable of being 
carried out on the scale or at the pace contemplated by the Peel Report 
if it is not carried out rapidly and on a large scale, the Jewish State 
will be left to start its career with a minority problem of the most 
tormidable dimensions. [If tt ts carried out rapidly and on a large 
scale, then, whether the Jewish State 1s formally responsible or not, 
the odium attaching to the swift and wholesale evacuation of Arab 
peasants trom. their homes will fall mainly on the Jews,. with results 
which (apart trom all moral consrderations) will be embarrassing, not 
only to the Jewish State itself, but to Jews in other parts of the 
world Ihe odium weil be all the greater because, notwithstanding 
the euphemisms employed by the Royal Commission, it will in fact be 
se of unilateral transfer-and not of “ exchange.

He spoke of the greatness of the achievement 
of the Maccabees, whose reconsecration of the Temple had made 
possible the continuance of the Bible and the existence of the great 
religions of the world, and characterised their triumph not as a military, 
but as a spiritual one. They were fighting a Maccabean battle to-day 
‘against half-a-dozen Hitlers,” and it was the spirit of the Maccabees 
that was sustaining them. 

lhere were, in his opinion, two tests for a Jewish State. First, 1t had 
to be large enough to sustain the economic and cultural life of the 
country: secondly, “there must be room within the area allotted to 
us to enable us in the next generation to bring into the land fifty to 
sixty thousand immigrants every year. We cannot legislate for ‘more 
than a generation. We mist see that the new Jewish State, if it comes

into being, can give some answer to the agony of the world. At least 
one million must feel the certainty of deliverance. That means the 
area cannot be that which was offered by the Royal Commission.” 


They had one fundamental principle: they would not be a permanent 


minority in an Arab land. “In one spot in the world we must be 
given the right of self-defence and to be the masters of our own 
destiny.” He reminded them of the fate of the Assyrians in Iraq. 
They would not be wiped out in a similar manner. 


KEREN HAYESOD IN AMERICA 
Resignation of Mr. I. D. Morrison 


[From our Correspondent--New. York, November 18th} 


A bombshell was thrown to-day into Zionist affairs, already torn 
with dissension over the Partition controversy, by the resignation ot! 
a pioneer of Zionism in America, Mr. Isidore D. Morrison,.from the 
Administrative Committee of the Keren Hayesod (Palestine Founda- 
tion Fund), as well as from the Executive Board of the United Palestine 
Appeal. Addressing his letter of resignation to Mr. Louis Lipsky, 
Chairman of the Keren Hayesod Administrative Committee, an arch- 
exponent of Partition, and generally regarded as the American most 
closely identified with Dr. Chaim Weizmann’s ideas on the subject, 
Mr. Morrison charged the Committee of the Keren Hayesod with 
“ mismanagement, waste, extravagance, and misinformation to the 
public ” in the promotion of the affairs of that body. 

Mr. Morrison, who was a founder of the Federation of American 
Zionists im 1897, and since then has been an active and generous 
supporter of the movement, likewise resigned from the Admunistrative 
and Finance Committees of the United Palestine Appeal. While 
refusing to be a “yes man.” Mr. Morrison says he intends neverthe- 
less to extend further financial support to the building up of Palestine 

it is Mr. Morrison’s contention—stated in a personal interview 
that most of the Zionist groups are obsolete and badly in need of! 
overhauling. He believes 1t to be particularly reprehensible that the 
Zionist Organisation of America, the Mizrachi, and the Poale Zion 
have degenerated into mere political and propaganda machines. He 
believes it to be unfair to the objectives of the United Palestine Appeal 
to permit the diversion of funds for anything other than the 
rehabilitation of Palestine 


PALESTINE: CONFERENCE PARIS 
Dr. Nahum Goldmann on Partition 


[From our Correspondent—Paris] 


The Palestine Conference convened by the French Branch o! the 
Keren Hayesod at the Hotel Continental, Paris, last Sunday, gave Dr. 
N. Goldmann the opportunity to explain the policy of the Zionist 
leaders in Palestine. They would have preferred, he said, to continue 
on the basis of the Balfour Declaration and the Mandate. — This. 
however, presupposed the acquiescence of the Arabs, which had not 
been secured. Nor would the consent of the latter be obtainable for 
a bi-national State, a scheme which he described as absurd. The only 
practical solution was Partition, though not in the form proposed by 
the Royal Commission. With certain territorial modifications, that 
plan offered a solution of the problem of Palestine for a certain period. 
In politics there were no permanent solutions. 

The resolution of the Jewish Agency on Palestine was also dealt 
with in the addresses of Professor Weill-Hallé, the Chairman of the 
Conference, and M. Israel Yefroikin, both French members of the 
Jewish Agency. M. Louis Asscher reported on the success of the 
Palestine Pavilion at the International Exhibition. 7 

In the course of the debate, Maitre 1. Fraenkel lodged a protest on 
behalf of the State Party against the suspension of its leader. Mr. Meir 
Grossman, from the Actions Committee. He argued that, first, Mr. 
Grossman had been elected to the Actions Committee after the pub- 
lication of the documents to which objection was taken: and. secondly. 
that Mr. Grossman was not guilty of a breach of confidence. since 
he did not obtain the documents as a member of the Actions 
Committee, and he was not bound to withhold the information from 
the public. 

The Conference was attended by 217 delegates, to whom a reception 
was given later by M. and Mme. Yefroikin. 


J.N.F. GALILEE CAMPAIGN 
[COMMUNICATED] 

The Jewish National Fund Galilee Campaign was opened last week 
in Sunderland with a meeting which was addressed by Mr. Leopold 
Schen and Mr. Maurice Rosetté, under the Chairmanship of Alderman 
Jack Cohen. Mr. Schen said that the opportunity of buying land in 
Galilee to-day was the greatest which had come the way of the Jewish 
people for many years, and the campaign in this country must be 
conceived on a scale which would indicate the magnitude of the task. 
Mr. Rosetté appealed for an understanding of the extent of the Jewish 
need in the world and for its relation to their work in Palestine. 
Rabbi M. L. Rabbinowitch asked his congregants to recognise that this 
was a holy work from which no Jew dare stand aloof. The local 
Community is to direet its efforts to raising £1,000 during this year 
and a litt has been opened with substantial donations. 

Mrs. Edgar Dugdale addressed the Newcastle Zionist Society 
recently. The Lord Mayor of Newcastle presided. Mrs. Dugdale 
spoke enthusiastically of the Jewish National Fund's new Galilee 
Campaign and said that after twenty years Galilee would open up a 
new chapter in modern Palestine.

Blending the Cultural with the Physical 


M.P.s WELCOME JEWISH EFFORT 
Hall Named in Lord Me'chett’s Honour

Parliamentary Secretary to the Board of 
Education, said he was there as the representative of the Board of Education 
and the new National Fitness Council in the House of Commons, to give 
his own blessing to that Centre of the Maccabi movement. It gave him 
the greatest possible pleasure on behalf of the Board of Education to 
be present and to see that the Maccabi Association in tts own way had 
made a signal contribution from the Jewish people of this country to the 
great movement for making the people aware once again of some of the 
things they stood for in the world-——tolerance and decency among human 
beings. (Applause.) 

Mrs. Sitrr. after paying tribute to the spirit of devotion, determination, 
and self-sacrifice which had been put into the scheme, said that since the 
Exile Jews had always in one place or another been regarded as a people 
inherently incapable of any sort of normal physical action, incapable 
of being tillers of the soil, of taking action on the battlefield, and of 
defending themselves: yet any of them who knew their -Bible even 
superficially knew what palpable nonsense it was. They had their Sauls 
and Davids, as well as their Elijahs and Elishas. That hall was a symbol 
of that undying spirit in the Jew if only he had the merest opportunity 
o: showing physical prowess and physical endurance, which could compare 
with any feats of endurance which the world could show. They had 
shown it in Palestine and elsewhere, and on the battlefields of Europe. 


Important Development in Jewish Life 

Proressor S. Bropetsky, President of the Maccabi World Union, said 
he looked upon the foundation of that Association as one of the most 
important steps in the development of the Maccabi world movement. 
Ii was one of the most obvious developments of the new spirit of their 
generation—the beginning of Zionism in 1897—that it should be accom- 
panied by a movement to improve the Jewish body as well as to rescue 
the Jewish soul. He was glad, said Professor Brodetsky, that Mr. Kenneth 
Lindsay was with them that night, because the Maccabi movement was 
essentially a movement of education in Jewish life. It was a movement 
which, in the words setting forth their aims, was “to place Anglo-Jewish 
youth in the forefront of the Jewish physical and cultural renaissance.” 
li was in this sense that they looked upon the movement as being of 
fundamental importance in present-day Jewish life. He congratulated 
them on their great success, and reminded them that they belonged to 
a movement which numbered 150,000 members, and which. in the political 
sense, looked to Great Britain for initiative and encouragement and. he 
hoped, in the Maccabi sense, would be able to look to the Jewish vouth of 
Great Britain for initiative and encouragement. : 

They of the Maccabi movement, continued Professor Brodetsky, looked 
upon the display of Jewish prowess in sport and athletics as being one 
of the most important means of spreading among Jews the ideal of physical 
health associated with the ideal of their spiritual rebirth in Palestine. The 
Maccabiah particularly, which should be held every three years [next year’s 
Maccabiah has been postponed owing to the present conditions in 
Palestine], gave them the opportunity of uniting in Palestine the represen- 
tatives of as many as forty different countries in which there were Maccabi 
Organisations.

Camille Pissarro Truly Represented 


We have had many exhibitions in London of the work of Camille 
Pissarro, but seldom one as representative as the present at Thomas 
Agnew and Sons. The forty-five pictures range from “ Paysage de I'lle 
de France,” a pure Corot of 1864, to “ Le Pont Neuf ” of 1901, which 
could have been painted by none other than Pissarro at his best. On 
the way we meet glimpses of many painters, from Millet to Seurat. 


But it is Pissarro himself who shines through the exhibition. One 
sees everywhere that faith and perseverance which some may acclaim 
as his Jewish qualities and but for which the impressionists would 
probably have’ disintegrated and their weaker brothers been lost in the 
rush for the popular market. 


Duncan Grant's “ Queen Mary ” Panels 

Upstairs at the same gallery there is an excellent Duncan Grant 
exhibition, including the panels rejected from the “ Queen’ Mary.”

Gielgud in School for Scandal

To introduce a new aspect into Sheridan's classic comedy can only 
be possible through style of production, and in this new version of the 
play Mr. Tyrone Guthrie has succeeded by recognising the eighteenth- 
century lightness of the piece and stylising this quality to the utmost. 

Thus we have a highly decorative “ School,” a world in which wit and 
emotion and character speak through the daintiest of mouthpieces, and 
a lightness is rendered even to the corporeal existence of the players by a 
kind of ballet treatment wherever this may be employed.

The essence of this very vigorous and, in parts, very moving work of 
Strindberg is a psychological study of the strange daughter ol

it is thus that Strindberg seeks to elucidate the problem of this unusual 
creature, There is no attempt to present the woman from the angle 


of her historical significance. Hence the complete disregard for important 
rersons of the peridd who are sketched in as minor characters.

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ance outstanding. Technically, Francis Cassel is by no means as good 
a pianist as a number of others we have heard recently at smaller 
halls, and in presto forte passages the melodic line was badly blurred. 
Even in such steadily moving works as the two Bach “Choral Preludes,” 
he did not seem able satisfactorily to disentangle the theme from its 
bass ground. Schubert's “A Major Sonata ” was neatly enough played, 
yet in this, as in the Chopin “ Funeral March” Sonata, which followed, 
one felt that Francis Cassel was playing the work not for its beauty 
as a whole, but for the moments of quietude which occurred in it, 
and particularly for the andante movement. This was even more 
noticeable in Chopin's sonata. The Scherzo, for instance, lacked the 
essential Chopin fieriness, but the trio of that movement was delight- 
fully pensive, in true Chopin mood. Although he had nothing new to 
bring to the “funeral march movement, he took it at a very grave, 
measured pace, which was ample justification for choosing this sonata; 
but then he must needs go and smudge the Finale as though it did 
not matter at all. Maybe it doesn't, but it should at least be played 
as if it does. 


ALEXANDER HELMANN—AN ARTIST 

It was good to hear. Alexander Helmann play Scriabin’s fourth 
sonata at the Aeolian Hall on Thursday evening last week. Some 
regard it as one of the major works ‘for ptano, and certainly its 
technical difficulties and its tremendous daemonic force make it a 
highly impressive work when played by the right hands, governed by 
the right mind. Helmann has just the right hands and mind for 
Scriabin, whose major music came nearer to the sharp distinctions ol 
white and black than any other composer's. In the Bach “ English 
Suite.” Helmann had not quite so much opportunity to demonstrate 
his unusual technical ability and the inner passion that seems to con- 
sume him whenever a fortissimo passage arrives. He did not quite get 
the right measure of classic ease which the suite needs. His passion 
was finely displayed in the Brahms “ Varnations and Fugue on a Thetne 
of Handel,” and if one must criticise his version of this work it must 
be on the ground that it sounded too much like a musical interpretation 
of a multi-decker sandwich, so clean were the alternations between 
storm and tranquillity. Helmann is outstanding from most of his con- 
temporaries in that he seems to possess genuine fiery fury, and not 
merely the smoky sort. He ts an artist, and a very good one. 


KARL SCHNABEL PLAYS THE “ KINDERSCENEN ” 

The high light of Karl Ulrich Schnabel’s recital at the Aeolian Hall 
on Tuesday evening, for me at: least, was his performance of 
Schumann's “ Kinderscenen.” This collection of little pieces, a series 
of whimsical studies in the miniature. changes in mood from movement 
to movement, yet retains an essential unity throughout. Karl Schnabel 
not only succeeded in bringing out this unity in diversity, but gave 
each little piece a distinctive touch which few artists manage to evoke. 
From being merely a group of rather naive “ pensées,” they acquired 
the quality of lasting poetry. Particularly good were “ Dreaming,” 
the “ Child Falling Asleep.” and “ The Poet Sleeps.”.which closed the 
series in a mood of thought half uttered, half concealed. In the 
Brahms “ Variations on a Theme by Handel,” Schnabel’s playing was 
distinguished by its emphasis on rhythmic stress,: whereby several of 
the more emphatic of the variations acquired a martial vigour which 
made them much more entertaining. Not always was his fingering 
impeccable in this work, but this was excusable in view of the artistry 
of the performance. Karl Schnabel ts steadily making himself a 
position of his own in the world of pianoforte artists. 


THE TOYNBEE HALL ORCHESTRA 

The orchestra which Toynbee Hall has been hatching for the past 
three years has given three recitals this year, and on Sunday afternoon, 
at the Conway. Hall, it disp'ayed powers which thoroughly justified 
so long an incubation. Rossini's Barber of Seville overture was 
taken with a fine swing, and the precision and unity of the ensemble 
were a joy to listen to, when one remembers what some amateur 
orchestras are like in that regard. In Beethoven's Proica symphony, 
the same qualities were manifested, and the result was a considerable 
tribute to Alec Sherman’s powers as a conductor. Most notable in 
a decidedly pleasant afternoon was Miss Joyce Cohen’s performance 
of the solo part in Elgar's “ Violoncello Concerto.” She took the 
part at short notice, had not had a complete rehearsal with the 
orchestra, and necessarily had to play from sight. Such conditions 
would have tried the powers of much more celebrated ‘cellists, and she 
came through with honours. She gave a version which, if not as 
_ profound as that of a more mature artist, was faithfully and beautifully

Ihe colour camera reveals almost a different star in Joan Bennett, 
whose shining modern beauty is brought out as never before in this 
costume parade cum revue cum narrative film.

Sir Kingsley Wood, 
Minister of Health, besides indicating the progress of housing generally, 
dealt with the present problem of slum clearance and of the abatement 
of overcrowding, and made an announcement of importance to all local 
authorities regarding the new housing legislation shortly to be introduced 
to deal with this subject. Special provision, he said, would be included 
in the new Act for agricultural housing and for flats built on expensive 
sites. The rate of new house building was still increasing. For the 
vear ended September, 58.000 houses were erected, as compared with 
“0,000 in the previous twelve months. The local authority building was 
at present going on at the rate of 5,000 houses a month, Loans for housing 
during 1936-37 totalled £33,500,000, and in the first seven months of the 
present financial year the loans sanctioned amounted to over £18,500,000. 
Sir Kingsley gave figures showing that the five-year programme of slum 
clearance, begun in 1933, was progressing at an accelerating rate, and now 
extends to 403,000 houses, and that new house building had gone up from 
the minimum required rate of 58,000 a year to nearly 65,000.
